COURT ORDERS FIRM TO PAY 
$200,000 IN BACK WAGES 


NLRB Upheld; Oregon Company's 
Employes Struck Before Wagner 
Act Became’ Effective. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 24. — 
About $200,000 in back wages was 
ordered paid by the Carlisle Lum- 
ber Co. in a United States Circuit 
Court ruling today. 

The Court, upholding the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
found the Onalaska (Wash.) com- 
pany guilty of unfair labor prac- 
tices. 

The case dates back to May, 1935, 
when 220 workers struck. A few 
days after the strikers were noti- 
fied of their discharge. The Wag- 
ner Act went into effect. The com- 
pany claimed the NLRB was ap- 
plying the law retroactively, but 
the majority of the Court held that 
a “current labor dispute” was in 
effect when the law was enacted. 

Judge Curtis D. Wilbur, dissent- 
ing, said the Wagner Act “does not 
authorize a requirement that a 
striking employe be re-employed 
or that he be given back pay.”

BUDAPEST, Sept. 24.— The 
United States and British legations 
in Budapest today made ready for 
possible emergency evacuation of 
American and British citizens a 
Hungarian and Czechoslovak troops 
were arrayed in force on each 
side of the border. 

Americans inquiring at their le- 
gation were advised to leave Hun- 
gary immediately. The legation has 
a train ready to take Americans to 
the coast if an emergency arises. 
Trieste, the Italian Adriatic port, is 
the nearest coastal point. 

The British legation has taken 
similar measures. 

Hungary’s precautionary defense 
measures, ordered last night aft- 
er Czechoslovakia’s general mobili- 
gation, appeared to have been com- 
pleted. Railway stations were 
crowded last night with rvists 
reporting for duty but rs of 
a general mobilization of Hunga- 
rian forces were officially denied. 

Will Keep Up Demands. 

A Foreign Office statement, 
issued 12 hours after Czechoslova- 
kia issued its call to arms, said: 

“The Hungarian Government has 
not been frightened by the Czech 
mobilization and will keep up its 
territorial demands on Czechoslo- 
vakia.” (Hungary has demanded 
that the Czechoslovak Government 
grant concessions to the 700,000 
Hungarian minority equal to those 
for the Sudeten Germans which 
Germany has vowed to “protect.”) 

An official statement to the press 
gaid Hungary's demands included: 

Return of the “Hungarian over- 
lands,” which since the World 
War have been a part of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

The right of self-determination 
for minority groups living in the 
Slovak and Carpatho-Russian 
provinces of Czechoslovakia, be- 
cause “for almost 100 years these 
territories were part of the Hun- 


garian Reich.” 
Support. 


Claims German 

The statement said Hungary’s 
demands were fully supported by 
Germany and Poland and a “united 
Hungarian - German - Polish front” 
existed. 

However, Government officials 
remained silent when asked whether 
Hungary would be prepared for 
armed action if Czechoslovakia re- 
jected the demands. 

The semi-official organ of the 
Foreign Office, the newspaper Pes- 
ter Lioyd, called Czechoslovakia’s 
mobilization “either a trick game 
against its own friends, France and 

England, or sheer panic.” 

Communications between Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary were broken 
off, but reports of hasty military 
preparations on the Czech side of 
the border reached Budapest. Czech 
farmhouses, it was said, had been 
turned into machine-gun emplace- 
ments. Farmers living near ‘the 
frontier were barred from working 
in their fields, and, it was reported, 
abandoned their homes, leaving cat- 
tle at the disposal of the Czecho- 
slovak forces. 

Hungarian army authorities ex- 
plained their own call to reservists 
as intended to fill gaps in army 
units. Barracks were filled with 
men newly called for service. 

Czech Defenses Rushed. 

It .was semi-officially reported 
that the Czechoslovaks had 
speeded fortification work along 
the Hungarian border in the last 
few nights and that at sunrise today 
there were three lines of barbed 
wire where last. evening there was 
but one. 

Budapest was notified to be ready 
for air raid defense practice this 
afternoon and tonight and that per- 
sons not complying with regula- 
tions would be heavily ‘fined. 

The Czechoslovak mobilization re- 
sulted in changes of central Euro- 
pean air travel schedules. No 
planes had arrived from Prague 
since yesterday. 

Many relatives of American, Brit- 
ish and French citizens waited at 
the Budapest airdrome today, hop- 
ing that their relatives would be 
able to fly from Czechoslovakia, 
now that railway connections had 
been severed.

Report. to Cabinet. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain laid 
the results of his peace mission 
before the full Cabinet with a de- 
tailed account of his attempt to 
persuade Hitler to permit extended 
negotiation regarding Czecho- 
slovakia’s non-German frontiers. 
He had few words for the public 
immediately. 

“My first duty,” he said, “now 
that I have come back is to report 
to the Bridisa and French govern- 
ments the result of my mission.... 
I will only say this: 

“I trust that all concerned will 
continue their efforts to solve the 
Czechoslovak problem peacefully 
because on that turns the peace of 
Europe in Our time.“ 

Chamberlain, who; on his return, 
said, “It is now up to the Czechs,” 
was excused by King George from 
visiting Buckingham Palace until 
tomorrow, and carried on con- 
ferences to a late hour.

Army and Navy Intend to Ask 


Congress for More Funds 
and Legislation, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. — The 
army and navy high commands, 
concerned over Europe’s war crisis, 
intend to ask Congress for funds 
and legislation to speed up Ameri- 
can military preparedness. They 
have prepared estimates calling for 
several hundred million dollars 
more than the $1,160,000,000 being 
spent this fiscal year for fighting 
men and munitions. 

The navy already has estimated it 
will require $200,000,000 more next 
year than this to start 20 more new 
warships and to carry forward the 
billion-dollar expansion of the fleet 
begun this year. 

The army wants to hasten rearm- 
ament with new guns, planes and 
motor vehicles. Its preliminary es- 
timates call for 8000 additional reg- 
ular troops, a stronger national 
guard and funds to train more re- 
serve officers. Also included is 
provision to establish the second of 
six new airbases authorized by Con- 
gress in 1935—possibly in Alaska. 

The navy’s legislative proposals 
are separate from its annual appro- 
priation requests. Bight were 
classified as “essential” by Admiral 
William D. Leahy, in a list prepared 
for President Roosevelt’s approval. 
They are: 

Shore construction, including a 
drydock at Pearl Harbor, Ha- 
wall, and reyival of a plan to con- 
struct the world’s largest floating 
drydock for that Pacific base. 

Modernization of five battle- 
ships—the Colorado, West Vir 
ginia, Maryland, Tennessee and 
California—and six submarines, 
Plans already have been drafted 
to rebuild the aircraft carriers 
Lexington and Saratoga. 

Authorize requisitioning of mer- 
chant ships and civil aircraft in 
an emergency, prior to an actual 
war. 

Training civilians for naval 
service, as the army does with 
civilian military training camps.

Speeding acquisition of min- 
erals essential to war. 

Legislation establishing naval 
ownership of oil in certain sub- 
merged lands, ;

Pair on 6000O-Mile Boat 


Trip Stop in St. Louis 


Daytona Beach (Fla.) Man and Wife Find 


Peace in Leisurely Cruise Through East, 


Except for a Gale and a Sandbar. 


Tanned and more or less weather- 
beaten by five months of almost 
constant life in the open, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mark Rigg of Daytona Beach, 
Fla., prepared today to start down 
the Mississippi River in their 25- 


foot cabin cruiser on the last third 
of a 6000-mile trip which has taken 
them, so far, most of the way 
around the eastern part of the 
United States, entirely by water. 

Rigg, who with his wife oper- 
ates a tourist resort at Daytona 
Beach, explained their unique voy- 
age as follows: “We hadn't had a 
vacation for seven years, and decid- 
ed we could do no better than 
take a trip in “Susanne.’ So we 
leased our business for a year, 
started north along the coast, and 
here we are.” 

Their only companions have been 
their two golden cocker spaniels, 
Ginger and Suzie. 

They’re in No Hurry. 

“We started out with a deter- 
mination to take our own good 
time and we have never departed 
from that idea,” Rigg said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “We tie 
up or anchor whenever the spirit 
moves—for a day or a week. 
At Kingston, N. T., we docked for 
two weeks and visited friends in 
the Catskill Mountains. We set 
aside a year for the cruise and 
have only used up five months so 
far, so we are in no hurry at all.” 
The itinerary of their voyage to 
date has been up the Atlantic coast 
to New York, north on the Hudson 
River to Albany, with a side trip 
into Lake Champlain, over the Erie 
Canal to Buffalo, over Lakes Erie, 
Huron and Michigan to Chicago 
and south on the Chicago and II- 
linois Rivers to the Mississippi. 
They plan to continue south to New 
Orleans, perhaps take a side trip 
down the Texas and Mexican coast, 
then return home around the gulf 
coast to Florida. 


a 40-foot mast for sailing, an auxili- 
ary i16-horsepower motor and an 
electric generator with gasoline mo- 
tor.

Not be- 
cause they expect to use it much, 
since sailing is difficult on the 
winding river, but because the boat 
rides better with the mast in place, 
Rigg explained. 

Five-Hour Bout With Gale. 

They had “tough going” for a six- 
mile stretch along Cape May, where 
there was no protection from a 
gale raging in the open sea, Rigg 
said. Coast guard planes flew over 
them several times during the five- 
hour trip, but the sturdy craft car- 
ried them into harbor safely. 

“The Susanne can take a lot more 
weather than I can,” Rigg added. 

Then there was an incident on 
the Carolina coast, when Mrs. 
Rigg—she admits it—stecred the 
boat onto a sand bar. In the excite- 
ment the boom swung around and 
knocked Mrs. Rigg off the deck. 
She hung onto the boom and looked 
for aid, but her husband, busy with 
the motor, said she might as well 
let go, because the water was only 
two feet deep, anyhow. 

After much difficulty they got 
the boat off the bar, anchored it 
and went ashore. Returning, they 
found it was grounded again, the 
anchor having dragged in loose 
sand, 

After this experience, Rigg did 


most of the steering.

83 Mussolini, addressing 
300,000 Fascist blackshirts at Padua, 
in Northeastern Italy's Venezia 
province, said, “If the conflict must 
nevertheless break out, there is a 
possibility of localizing it,” but add- 
ed that in event of an idealogical 
war against Naziism, Italy and 
Germany would form “a single 
bloc.” 

He said Germany “has sent re- 
quests to Prague and has given un- 
til Oct. 1 for a reply.” 

“Week for Prague to Be Sane.” 

He continued: 

There is therefore, a week for the 
Prague Government to resume 
again a way of sanity, for it would 
be truly absurd and even criminal 
that Europe’s millions should be 
hurled against one another simply 
to maintain the feudal lordship of 
(President Eduard) Benes over 
that land.” 

‘Then, after concluding his Padua 
talk, Mussolini went a few miles 
north to Belluno, where he roused 
an audience to a fighting fever for 
war by taunting Fascism’s adver- 
saries “beyond the Alps” as being 
“too stupid to be dangerous.” His 
epithet appeared to be aimed at 
both the French and the British, 
for he described Italy’s adversaries 
as those “still bound to outdated 
ideologies” — meaning democratic 
principles. 

In both the Padua and Belluno 
speeches, Mussolini appealed to 
massed crowds of Blackshirts and 

civilians for evidence of their read- 
mess for war. The expected an- 
swers were shouted back at him 
from well-disciplined ranks. 

“I know,” he shouted at Padua, 
“that each of you and all of you 
are ready for any eventuality.” 

“Yes,” roared back the crowd, 


“Cannons, Not Butter.” 

Butter or cannons—which have 
we chosen?” he asked at Belluno. 

“Cannons,” came the response. 

The speech at Belluno, the sec- 
ond the day, was Mussolini’s sixth 
brief speech within a week in sup- 
port of German minority claims in 
Czechoslovakia. He was expected 
to speak again tomorrow wher he 
visits Vicenzia. 

As on previous occasions, Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s words of inspira- 
tion to the warrior spirit today 
were carried by radio throughout 
the kingdom. 

In concluding his brief Belluno 
speech Premier Mussolini said: 
“You have no need of special in- 
citement. You belong to an an- 
cient and powerful people which in 
every period has given memorable 
proofs of its indomitable valor. 

“You, therefore, are best endowed 
of all to be wholly Fascist, because 
Fascism means a sense of duty, 
a spirit of sacrifice, a scorn for 
danger. Our adversaries across 
the Alps still are bound to ideol- 
ogies which are more than sur- 
mounted and are outdated. They 
do not know us and are too stupid 
to be dangerous.” 

At Padua he said:

“It has sent requests to Prague 
and has given until Oct. 1 for a 
reply. There is, therefore, one week 
fo rthe Prague Government to re- 
sume again a way of sanity, for it 
would be truly absurd and even 
criminal that Europe’s millions 
should be hurled against one an- 
other, simply to maintain the feu- 
dal lordship of Benes over that 
land. 

“But it would be a grave, a very 
grave error if this patient attitude 
of Germany should be falsely inter- 
preted. 

Germany’s “Patient Attitude.” 

“We know the democratic re- 
gimes fear responsibility because 
each is trying to unload it on the 
opposition party or on his neigh- 
bor. 

“In a so-called totalitarian regime 
this shifting of responsibility is im- 
possible. The problem now placed 
before the consciences of the peo- 
ples must be settled in an integral 
and definitive manner. 

“There is time for this solution, 
and if the conflict must neverthe- 
less break out, there is.a possibility 
of localizing it. 

“But it happens in these days that 
more or less influential parties and 
tendencies in western countries 
eontend that.this is the opportune 
moment to take a stand and settle 
accounts with the totalitarian 
states.

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Roosevelt’s Committee on Industrial Relations 
Makes Its Report; President's 
Statement. 
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Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24-—An in- 
dustrial system in which there are 
strikes without  strikebreakers, 
militia or violence; in which craft 
and vertical unions negotiate joint- 
ly and fraternally with employers; 
in which voluntary discussions be- 
tween workers and employers have 
superseded arbitration, and the 
Government has no power to com- 
pel settlements; and in which labor, 
in return for recognition of its 
right to organize in unions and bar- 
gain collectively, yields to employ- 
ers the use of lockout and open 
shop, as well as full privileges of 
management and distribution—this 
is the picture brought back from 
Sweden by the President’s Commit- 
tee on Industrial Relations. 

Its report to the Secretary of La- 
bor was made public tonight at 
the White House, together with a 
statement by the President. The 
survey supplements àᷣ report recent- 
ly tendered by the same committee 
on labor- employer conditions in 
Great Britain. 


Roosevelt’s Summary. 

Roosevelt's brief comment, thank- 
ing the committee for its two re- 
ports, which were unanimous, and 
recommending for both a “thor- 
ough and thoughtful reading,” con- 
cludes with the following sum- 
mary:

At the end of 1936 there were 7044 
contracts in force covering 769,172 
workers. These agreements were 
all voluntary and usually collec- 
tive—that is, contracts between in- 
dustry-wide unions and industry- 
wide associations of employers. The 
agreements are for a definite peri- 
od, usually two or three years; and 
during the life of a contract, both 
strikes and lockouts are prohibit- 
ed by law, excepting sympathetic 
strikes or lockouts to assist other 
strikes or lockoutse—which must be 
lawful. A collective agreement may 
exclude sympathetic intervention 
of this sort, but such provisions are 
unusual, both sides preferring to 
retain freedom of action. A union 
asking another union to strike in 
sympathy must contribute to the 
strike benefits for members of the 
responding unions 

In addition to the provisions re- 
garding sympathetic strikes and 
lockouts, a law of 1928 forbids all 
such manifestations in connection 
with any dispute as to the validity 
or interpretation of a written col- 
lective agreement, and as to wheth- 
er a particular act constitutes an 
infringement of such a contract; or 
in order to enforce a provision that 
is to come into operation on the 
expiration of the agreement. At any 
rate, no strike or lockout is permit- 
ted until all the avenues of concil- 
iation provided by law have been 
exhausted.

than 30 years’ standing permits em- | 
ployers in Sweden freely to engage 
or dismiss workers without regard 
to whether or not they are union 
members, the closed shop, accord- 
ing to the report, has become an 
academic question because today 90 
per cent of manual workers in the 
manufacturing industries are union- 
ized. The Supreme Labor Organi- 
gation is the Swedish confederation 
of trade unions, including 42 trade 
union federations, 7135 local uniong 
and a total membership of about 
850,000. In addition, there are five 
unaffiliated unions with a member- 
ship of 150,000. The two groups 
embrace about 65 per cent of all 

Swedish workers, excluding domes- 

tics. 

Employers’ Federation. 

Balancing this is the Swedish em- 
ployers’ federation, comprising 37 
associations of employers in par- 
ticular industries and 5000 employer 
members who give work to about 
400,000 employes. This organization 
has reserve and guarantee funds 
totaling $25,000,000 for use as bene- 
fit payments to members in case 
of strike or lockout. For similar 
purposes the confederation of trade 
unions has a reserve fund of $30,- 
000,000. 

“While we were in Sweden,” re- 
late the members of the commit- 
tee, “an extensive strike and lock- 
out in the printing trade was under 
way, which the Government con- 
ciliatory machinery had not been 
able to settle. There had been no 
violence, and no one expected that 
there would be any. Although the 
dispute had been exhaustively ex- 
amined by the Government concili- 
ators with whom we talked, there 
had been .no proposal to arbitrate 
because, as we were informed, 
neither side would accept arbitra- 
tion. The feeling seemed to be that 
the parties would find a correct set- 
tlement in due course.” 

Power of Public Opinion. 

In 1931 the report narrates, there 
was a severe strike in the lumber 
region. Strike-breakers were intro- 
duced, the military was called in 
and five killings resulted. Public 
opinion was so deeply shocked that 
the employers themselves resolved 
never again to use strike-breakers; 
while employers and union leaders 
banded together against any future 
employment of the army save in 
the case of a general strike. These 
agreements were tested during a 
strike in the building industry in 
1933, which lasted nine months. 
Neither troops nor strikebreakers 
were used, and there was no vio- 
lence. 

Sweden has a wage-hour law, 
with a national maximum week of 
48 hours and minimum wages vary- 
ing regionally, in harmony with the 
cost of living, froni 20 to 30 cents 
an hour. Old-age pensions, togeth- 
er with unemployment and health 
insurance, are provided, and to 
these all adult workers contribute 
about 10 per cent ot their wages. 
The payments are supplemented by 
contributions from the Government. 
In 1940 a law becomes effective 
providing a day’s vacation with pay 
for each month the employe has 
worked throughout the year. 

The unions have placed no ob- 
stacles in the way of labor-saving 
machinery, says the report, but in- 
gist that part of the benefits de- 
tived from these improvements 
shall go to the workers.

conditions of work in his area and 
assist employers and workers in 
reaching settlements of disputes— 
but only on request. If his inter- 
vention then fails, he may recom- 
mend arbitration, but cannot com- 
pel it. Should the disagreement, be- 
come serious, the Crown may ap- 
point a conciliation commission or 
a special conciliator. 

If this machinery in turn proves 
unsuccessful, the parties may take 
the dispute before the Labor Court. 
This body of seven—appointed by 
the Crown and consfsting of three 
members representing the public 
and two each for employers and 
workers—renders final and binding 
decisions from which there is no 
appeal. 

From 1909 to 1923 the Govern- 
ment experimented with compul- 
sory arbitration on private _rail- 
roads and in municipal undertak- 
ings at Stockholm, Gothenburg and 
Malmo. The proceeding was final- 
ly abandoned, largely because both 
labor and employers preferred the 
method of direct negotiation. 

It is the duty of the Labor Court 
to see that cases brought before it 
are concluded without necessary 
delay and decided, if possible, after 
only one day in court. In seven 
years, from 1929 to 1935 inclusive, 
this tribunal handled 1272 cases. 
A second Government agency is the 
Labor Council, composed of repre- 
sentatives of workers and employ- 
ers, which is largely concerned wtih 
overtime hours and rates. From 
its decisions there is no appeal.

Eight in Field.

ly work relief and partly dole—about 20,- 
000,000 individuals lived by Government 
grant at the peak of the program. 


When 
he testified before the Senate Committee on 
unemployment last April, Harry Hopkins, 
Works Progress Administrator, estimated the 
number of persons existing on one kind of 
relief or another at about 18,000,000.

Never Enough to Go Round 
Though on Emergency Basis 


At no time has relief in its various forms 
covered all of the unemployed or even all of 
the needy unemployed. Although relief 
grants have been on an emergency basis and 
scarcely lafge enough to sustain a decent

This is what Hopkins told the Senate un- 
employment committee: 

“Extensive studies have demonstrated that 
the highest W P A security wage paid any- 
where in the country is less than the mini-

For eight years the vast army of the un- 
employed has been kept out of the main 
stream of American economic life. With the 
varying tides of business activity, it has 
grown and decreased, but never has it fallen 
below 5,000,000. While men and women 
have gone off the relief rolls in fairly large 
numbers to take private jobs, there has been 
a considerable nucleus remaining constantly 
year after year on public relief. Is this a class 
that has been permanently pauperized? A 
body that will be sustained in a miserable 
existence to a despairing end with public 
funds? And, more important, is this number 
being added to from year to year? Are these 
the tragic discards of our industrial civiliza- 
tion? : 

These fears are growing as the shadow of 
unemployment deepens. They were given 
voice the other day at a meeting of the Gov- 
ernmental Research Association at Princeton, 
N. J. Not blind reactionaries 
against relief as such, but experts in Govern- 
ment theory and research looked at this prob- 
lem of relief and asked some large ques- 
tions. They were thinking not of the pres- 
ent so much as the future.

F you were selecting a politician type for a play, you would never 
[>= Jimmy Hines. He doesn’t look the part. He seems taller than 
nis five feet, eleven inches, and bulkier than his 190 pounds, but there 

isn’t a suggestion of fat on his powerful, genial frame. 
He has enormous hands, muscles like the proverbial iron banda, 
and shoulders, naturally, like a blacksmith’s. His hair is gray and close- 
trimmed. He parts it on the left, like a good Democrat, and plasters it

When he had turned 21, and was 
seriously debating whether to adopt 
the new-fanglied cuffs tailors were 
putting on trousers, his father died 
and Jimmy became the head of the 
family. 


Rejected Political Offer. 

Under his energetic leadership, 
the’ horseshoeing business boomed, 
Jimmy’s clique clamored for him to 
stand for district leader, but he 
shod horges and bided his time. 

In 1907, Hines stood on the side 
lines and watched James Ahearn 
take over the district leadership 
from Matthew Donohue. 

Three years later Hines was 
ready to make his bid. He “jumped 
tne fence,” as they say at the hall, 
and, entering the race for district 
leader, launched an attack upon 
Ahearn. An old-fashioned primary, 
battle resulted, with hurling ot 
dornicks, cracking of skulls with 
pool cues, mass fighting in the 
streets, ballot-box stuffing and 
clanging of ambulance gongs at all 
hours. 

The election laws, as they stood 
then, permitted each political party 
to run its own primary, and those 
whe counted the votes were gu- 
preme. 

Ahearn’s clerks counted out Hines 
by 47 votes in the 1910 primary. 
But by 1912 the Legislature had 
forced primary reforms, and Hines 
became district leader by the 
thumping majority of 1500 votes. 

When the blacksmithing trade 
fell upon evil days Hines branched 
off into the trucking business 
Meanwhile, he had married Geneva 
Cox, the prettiest girl in the 
Eleventh District. The Hineses 
have three sons. 


Had Rival After War. 


The trucking business prospered 
but when the war came along, 
Hines dissolved it and enlisted. He 
returned a Lieutenant in the Motor 
Transport Corps, after serving in 
the Army of Occupation, to find 
that Boss Murphy, who had never 
approved the young upstart any- 
way, had set up a rival club in 
the Eleventh, through which he was 
dispensing patronage. 

Murphy took the initiative in 1920 
by putting up Abraham Kaplan, a 
State Senator, for Hines’ leader- 
ship. Hines swept 43 of the 45 elec- 
tion districts. 

After the downfall of Kaplan, 
Jimmy and Mrs. Hines—who cap- 
tained, and still delivers, a district 
of her own—headed a torchlight 
parade. They were followed by @ 
brass band and eight pallbearers

Why Collective Security Fails. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N Associated Press dispatch of Sept. 
£415 says: “A four-Power pact to cement 
Europe’s shaky peace structure loomed 
large tonight in conjecture stemming 
from Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain’s hasty flight to see Adolf Hitler and 
quick decision to return.” 

This method of approach, a four-Power 
collective agreement, has long been the 
‘solution for Europe's delicate diplomatic 
problems for the world’s idealists, Time 
after time they have urged formation of 


some type of European collective secur- 


ity that would outlaw “war as an in- 
strument of national policy.” But each 
time these dreams have drifted on the 
shoals of bitter disappointment until to- 
day the entire continent is in the throes 
of a reckless catch-as-catch-can policy of 
“diplomacy. ! 

Analysis of the factors concerned in 
the imbroglio shows the answer: the for- 
eign policy of the Fascist states is a func- 
tion of their domestic policy. It is im- 
possible to bind either Germany or Italy 
to a definite, standardized foreign pol- 
icy, when the internal situation in either 
country is in a constant state of flux. 

Thus, policies of reconciliation by the 
‘Western democracies, in the form of as- 
surance agreements, are doomed to eter- 
nal failure. A lasting understanding with 
Hitler is impossible. A state can come to 
terms with him only if it wishes to play 
the part of a satellite in the German po- 
liti¢al orbit. No state can deal with Na- 
tional Socialism as an equal.

The Patrons’ Handicapping Contest. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ou recent treatment of the Fair- 

mount Park lottery in your sports 
columns was a fine piece of satire, and 
Fou are right: the so-called patrons’ han- 
dicapping contest is a game of chance. 
Besides, it is one of the rawest viola- 
tions of law that these parts have known 
for some time. 

Its operation is a violation of the Con- 
stitution and the lottery laws of the State 
of Illinois; its use of the mails is a viola- 
tion of the Federal code; if it is being ad- 
vertised over the radio, that is in viola- 
tion of the Federal broadcasting statute. 

The stunt is nothing more nor less than 
a guessing lottery, closely akin to the 
“Famous Names” game which the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri recently held to 
be a lottery. 

During the years since 1900, two works 
ef Judge John L. Thomas of De Soto, 
Mo., have been the guide books of the 
Postal Department in such cases; their 
titles are “Non-Mailable Matter” and 
“Lotteries, Frauds and Obscenity in the 
Mails.” In these books, Judge Thomas 
held that such guessing schemes as these 
were lotteries. , 

The company in Chicago which appears 
to be the originator and promoter of this 
particular lottery is also on dangerous 
ground. The Postoffice Department did 
a good job on Affiliated Enterprises, Inc. 
When it promoted the notorious theater 
lottery called “bank night” on the pre- 
tense that it had a monopoly on the 
scheme, the department barred it from 
the mails.

It is the cost of relief activities that accounts for 
the unbalanced budget and the swelling national 
debt.

In- 
consistencies in treatment and abuses in administra- 
tion are of frequent report. 1 

Construction of a unified and comprehensive pro- 
gram is blocked by dispute over a myriad of points. 
Is work-relief preferable to the dole? Is Federal 
administration better than state and local responsi- 
bility? Should relief be financed by borrowing or 
under a-pay-as-you-go policy? 

Even should these points be settled, there is the 
ever-present need for more revenue. Yet political 
considerations intervene here. Tax-increase bills are 
viewed with abhorrence by legislators just before a 
primary or a general election. As the matter stands 
now, the issue of thoroughgoing tax revision must be 
postponed, for reasons of politics, until 1941. 

Unemployment has become recognized under pres- 
ent conditions as a permanent problem, but the 
nation’s greatest concern should be not so much with 
its alleviation as with its prevention. Surely in a 
country of such great natural and industrial re- 
sources as ours, there should be livelihoods and 
opportunities for all. How then, may the national 
income be more equitably distributed, or how may 
it be increased, so that the paradox of want in the 
midst of plenty may be solved? 

The people cannot afford to minimize or forget the 
problem. Grave dangers are implicit in its continu- 
ance. If democracy is to function properly, a 
solution must be found. 
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THE SWING CRAZE.

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A MOVIE ANACHRONISM. 

Finding historical errors and anachronisms in the 
movies used to be a thriving pastime among keen- 
eyed fans. The sport has lost ground since Holly- 
wood began employing research staffs to insure ac- 
curacy. The need for one more expert is shown, 
however, by a glaring mistake in a recent picture. 

Edward G. Robinson, as the crusading District 
Attorney in “I Am the Law,” discovers widespread 
corruption among his staff and fires the lot of them. 
As two detectives walk out, one says bitterly to the 
other: “He can’t do that—we’re in the civil service.” 

As any eighth-grade civics student knows, civil 
service is a system based on merit, but tenure of em- 
ployment is dependent on continuance of merit. 
Should inefficiency or corruption develop, there is 
no difficulty whatever about removing the offender. 

The National Civil Service Reform League is up 
in arms over this scene in the Robinson movie. It 
suggests that the picture would have had a touch of 
realism more in keeping with the actual situation in 
most cities if the fired detective had been made to 
say: “He can’t do that—we'll see the big boss.”

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THE ARMY AIR CORPS’ CONTRIBUTIONS. 

For the fourth time in 14 years, the United States 
Army Air Corps has won the Collier Trophy, an 
annual award for “the greatest achievement in 
aviation whose value has been demonstrated by 
actual use.” In making the award, the National 
Aeronautics Association said it was “tor ‘having de- 
signed, constructed and completely equipped the 
XC-35 substratosphere plane, the first pressure-cabin 
plane flown successfully’ anywhere in the world.” 

In accomplishing this feat, the officers and civilian 
engineers of that great aviation experimental center, 
Wright Field, designed a plane that would be air- 
tight so that a normal atmosphere might be main- 
tained inside the cabin despite the difference between 
interior and exterior pressures at an extremely high 
altitude. Not long befote the XC-35 was officially 
approved, the first completely automatic landing 
device was perfected, making it possible to land a 
plane in zero-zero visibility without the touch of a 
human hand. This device was turned over to the

It ought to be recalled by the objectors that 
President Hoover’s appointment of Justice Cardozo, 
also. a Jew, and the man whose place Mr. Frank- 
furter would take, was the direct result of a great 
popular demand. The suggestion that Mr. Frank- 
furter be named has come, as did the movement for 
Justice Cardozo, from outstanding men of many 
shades of opinion. It is not so long ago that the 
Governor of Massachusetts, for the same reasons 
of merit and eminence that actuated Mr. Hoover in 
his selection of Justice Cardozo, sought to give Mr. 
Frankfurter a place on the Supreme bench of Mas- 
sachusett@—a position which he declined in order 
to continue his teaching at Harvard. 

We are happy, we repeat, to have the evidence given 
by Mr. Fry's indorsement that there is strong sup- 
port for Mr. Frankfurter in Missouri. As we ob- 
served in our editorial of July 27, last, it disparages 
the merits of no aspirant to the Supreme Court to 
say that if the President chooses Mr. Frankfurter he 
will be making splendid use of his appointive power.

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HANDS OFF THE ART MUSEUM. 

The General Council on Civic Needs, which rep- 
resents 130 civic and business organizations, is 
speaking for the best interests of St. Louis and its 
citizens when it protests against placing on the 
November ballot the proposal to cut the City Art 
Museum tax in half. At the same time, other pro- 
tests have been filed by additional representative or- 
ganizations, including the American Institute of 
Architects, League of Women Voters, Twentieth Cen- 
tury Art Club, Council of Jewish Women and Del- 
phian Society. It is not yet too late for the Board 
of Estimate, to which the petitions are addressed, to 
reconsider its decision to recommend a referendum. 

The General Council’s statement sums up fully 
the disastrous effects of the proposed move to halve 
the Museum’s revenues and place it under political 
control. The change would seriously handicap the 
institution’s activities. It would probably mean re- 
moval of the outstanding art objects now exhibited 
under loan arrangements with private citizens. It 
would destroy the Museum’s independence. The 
amount accruing to general revenue through such a 
change would not go far toward reducing the city’s 
deficit ‘of more than $2,900,000. 

The politicians have misinterpreted the recent 
furor precipitated by the $14,400 Egyptian cat. Popu- 


lar protest was certainly not directed against the 


Art Museum as an institution, but against the Board 
of Control’s policy of heavily favoring antiquarian ob- 
jects. over specimens of contemporary and regional 
art. What has been widely urged is a fresher point 
of view on the part of Museum authorities, not a 
crippling of the institution by ‘drastically curtail- 
ing its funds and surrendering it to political admin- 
istration. The Museum has many supporters, includ- 
ing critics of the bronze cat purchase. They are 
rallying to its defense, ag the General Council 
protest proves.

Group practice and prepayment plans have proved their value, while co-operatives, 
despite pitfalls, are a promising experiment, Dr. Hugh Cabot says; criticises or- 
ganized medicine for its stubborn opposition and attempt to dictate in alien fields; 
calls “free choice of physician’ a myth, and sees no evil in salaries for doctors. 


on under grossly wasteful surroundings. 

Duplication of overhead expense is ex- 
cessive. Acting alone, each physician must 
make a charge which will enable him to 
carry his own overhead and make a profit, 
his income. In group practice, a decrease 
of the cost is always possible. 

Critics of this type of organization point 
out that such a decrease in the cost of pro- 
ducing this article of medical service has 
not always. been passed on to the con- 
sumer. They will be perfectly correct, but 
the reason the cost has not been passed 
on to the consumer in greater amount and 
with greater certainty is not because the 
guiding spirits did not wish to do so, but 
because they would at once have had to 
stand a withering fire from their colleagues 
under the accusation of unfair trade prac- 
tices and price-cutting. 

Group medical practice on a -prepay- 
ment basis is relatively new. It sprang 
directly from the principles of private group 
practice which had already been estab- 
lished over something like 20 years. A few 
physicians gather a group of people who 
are willing to pay in advance definite sums. 
In return for this, the physicians under- 
take to deliver a relatively complete article 
of medical service. 

This type of organization differs essen- 
tially from private group practice in that 
the saving in cost is passed on directly 
to the consumer (patient). Not infrequently, 
in this attempt to pass on the savings to 
the consumer, too much has been passed 
and financial difficulties have resulted. This 
plan has met with varied but sufficient 
success to make it perfectly clear that it is 
a method entitled to broader use and is 
likely to be a great step in advance.

Co- operative group medical practice has 
the methods and the ideals of private medi- 
cal group practice. Its differences are 
social, financial and economic, not medical, 

There are inherent dangers in such a type 
of organization. No group of laymen can 
possibly be wise enough to pass’ not only 
upon the financial and economic problems 


T HE isolated physician or specialist carries 


problems. Their organization must be 
guarded every moment against the danger 
that the will’ undertake to pass 
judgment in fields for which his knowledge 
and experience give him no satisfactory 
basis, The danger in these ventures is that, 
in the attempt to make them look attrac- 
tive to the consumer, they will sell a shoddy 
article.

As time has gone on, organized medicine 
has had to recognize that private group 
practice was ah established fact which no 
amount of criticism and sniping gould de- 
stroy. On the other hand, they have re- 
mained strongly and ‘violently opposed to 
prepayment group medical plans. Here 
again the charge of “unfair competition” 
is brought up, and here it is more justifi- 
able because, in fact, the saving is passed 
on to the consumer. But I wonder whether 
a type of organization which succeeds in 
delivering an equally good article at a lower 
cost can properly be criticised as indulg- 
ing in “unfair competition.” 

If competition is not to result in improv- 
ing the article and diminishing the cost, 
then thé advocates of a competitive system 
will be put to it to tell us why we should 
allow it to continue to exist. 

“Freedom of choite of physicians,” about 
which organized medicine talks so freely, is 
largely a myth, The patient in search of 
competent medical care has today no free- 
dom of choice such as he has in the pur- 
chase*of any other kind of goods or serv- 
ices.

Enough Funds to Operate 
Under Curtailed Budgets

The goal in the seventh annual 
United Charities campaign, which 
dens on Nov. 1, has been set at 
s2495,170, Oliver F. Richards, pres- 
dent of the agency, announced yes- 
terday after a meeting of the board 
of directors. 

‘The amount determined as the 
gal,” Richards said, “represents 
what the participating agencies ac- 
wally are spending during 1938, 
rather than the amounts requested 
in the budgets submitted by the 
wencies at the beginning of the 

This is in conformance with 
wr policy in recent years of set- 
ting the goal as less than normal 
requirements, due to business con- 
ditions. : 

In the coming campaign we are 
seeking one objective of primary 
importance: to keep the United 
Charities agencies operating as best 
they can until business conditions 
make it possible to increase their 
allotments.” 

Richards added that even if the 
goal is subscribed in full, it. will 
not permit improvements to build- 
ings, enlargement of staffs, or the 
resumption of services curtailed 
because of previous campaign fail- 
ures. 

The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, a private research agency, 
recently made-a survey of United 
Charities, which showed that ex- 
penditures of $2,085,976 made by the 
various agencies in 1938 from sub- 
scriptions received in the last cam- 
paign fell short of actual needs by 
$409.194. The two figures have been 
combined for the goal in this year’s 
campaign. 

It seems clear,” the institute 
said in its report, that the last 
United Charities campaign did not 
raise sufficient funds for the com- 
munity's needs.” The goal in last 
year's campaign was $2,555,000, of 
which about $2,200,000 was sub- 
scribed.

Business was to take up the slack 
but business failed to do so and the 
direct result, in view of most écon- 
omists, was “the Roosevelt reces- 
sion.” Industrial production and 
employment fell off more precipi- 
tously than ever before and the de- 
cline could no longer be camou- 
flaged under the polite name of re- 
cession. It was a full-blown de- 
pression. Roosevelt hastily swung 
back to spending. A new trans- 
fusion of Government funds was 
necessary to restore vitality to an 
enfeebled economic system. At the 
present moment the patient's 
temperature chart is being anxious- 
ly studied to determine whether 
the new transfusion has really 
worked. The wavering line that in- 
dicates the level of production has 
been checked momentarily in its 
downward plunge and now for the 
time at least it is stationary. 

Roosevelt’s Cruel Dilemma. 

It is.a cruel dilemma that con- 
fronts the President. What the an- 
swer is no responsible person has 
been able to say with any certainty 
or definiteness. ‘Should he try in 
1939 to bring income more nearly in 
line with outgo, he will face a Con- 
gress that in all probability will be 
more hostile than any thus far in 
his administration. Senators who 
have an eye on 1940 and the Demo- 
cratic nomination will almost cer- 
tainly be opposed to tax proposals 
that would put additional taxpayers 
on the rolls. In the 1940 Congress, 
with the conventions looming in 
June, a hard-boiled tax program 
would seem to be out of the ques- 
tion. Failing in 1939, therefore, the 
issue is almost certain to go over 
until 1941. In the meantime the 
borrowing will go on and Roose- 
velt’s successor will probably find 
a public debt of more than $40,000,- 
000,000. 

What is more, new groups of re- 
liefers—new categories—are being 
added to the rolls from time to 
time. Speaking at Memphis in 


July, Hopkins laid down the rule 


that WPA would give jobs to 
farm laborers and tenant farmers 
in the South in the slack season. 
These workers, he said, are not paid 
enough to enable them to get 
through the months when there is 
no cotton picking or planting, and 
therefore they are entitled to Fed- 
eral relief. Not more than 200,000 
would be put on the rolls during 
the slack period, Hopkins said. To 
date about 85,000 share-croppers 
and field hands have been put on 
relief as a result of the Hopkins 
ruling. The greatest seasonal un- 
employment in Southern cotton 
fields is in December, January and 
February. 
Inescapable Problem. 

There is no escaping the dilemma 
of unemployment, just as there was 
no escape from the dilemma 75 
years ago of a nation half slave 
and half free, half feudal agrarian 
and half industrial. It presses con- 
stantly and ever more acutely. In- 
evitably it must condition the de- 
cisions of the man in the White 
House. In the present international 
crisis it is a factor. A nation at war 
would soon put men to work. 
Money would come from some- 
where. People would forget that 
unemployment had ever been a 
problem. The all-time peak of em- 
ployment in this country came just 
after the World War. Of course, 
it would be only a postponement, 
but nevertheless it would relieve 
temporarily a pressure that must 
rest on responsible shoulders with 
an intolerable weight. 

Changes in System Proposed. 

There are those, and many of 
them spoke at the Princeton meet- 
ing, who believe that changes in 
the system of administering relief 
would bring about a substantial 
lowering of the cost. Carter At- 
kins, director of the Governmental 
Research Institute in St. Louis, 
urged at the Princeton meeting, 
and earlier before the Senate com- 
mittee investigating unemployment, 
that relief be decentralized with 
administration returned to cities 
and counties. Atkins presented fig- 
ures to show that “WPA has 
cost more than twice as much per 
case as the cost per case under gen- 
eral relief.” The cost could be great- 
ly reduced by local administration, 
Atkins said. 

Presumably locally administered 
relief would be financed by grants 
in aid from the Federal Govern- 
ment. The Republicans in Con- 
gress have repeatedly sought to re- 
turn control of relief to the states, 
with grants provided by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“For several reasons that would 
be unworkable,” says Aubrey Wil- 
liams, acting WPA administrator 
in the absence of Hopkins. “In the 
first place, it would result in di- 
vided responsibility. That is al- 
ways contrary to sound adminis- 
tration. Whoever is the dispensing 
agent must also be the accounting 
agent. If relief were returned to 
localities, Congress would have no 
control whatsoever over the money 
appropriated for relief. What is 
happening with respect to social 
security grants is an illustration 
of what I- mean. Several states, 
conspicuously Oklahoma and Ohio, 
have completely subordinated old 
age pensions to politics. 

“Standards in States.” 

“Then there is the question of re- 
lief standards in the states. One 
state might do a very good job of 
relief and another state might not. 
The state maintaining high relief 
standards would be victimized by 
the state with low standards. Cali- 
fornia today, with respect to direct 
relief grants for those who are not 
eligible for WPA, is a victim of 
its own good works. There are 15 
states—South Dakota is one—where 
there is virtually no local relief 
whatsoever. 

“Most important of all, the eco-

nomic implications of unemploy- 
ment are such that it must be 
looked at as a national problem and 
administered nationally. The Fed- 
eral Government is after all the 
only unit that has the power to 
raise sufficient funds. The Federal 
tax structure is in the last analysis 
the only one that can carry it. 
There are only a few states, such 
as California, Illinois, Michigan, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
New York and New Jersey, that 
could pay for anything like ade- 
quate relief. In the last analysis 
this is why Federal relief is essen- 
tial.” . 
Politics in New Jersey. 

Relief. has been subordinated to 
machine politics in only one state, 
Williams said, and that is New Jer- 
sey. In New Jersey “Boss” Frank 
Hague has succeeded in naming his 
henchmen as county certifying 
agents which means tha the ma- 
chine decides who shall have relief. 
Williams said that a considerable 
check was exerted in New Jersey 
through a process of recertifica- 
tion carried on by WPA em- 
ployes; this tended to prevent chis- 
eling on relief. . 

What about Missouri where 
“Boss” Pendergast’s man, Matthew 
S. Murray, is State Relief Admin- 
istrator? Williams’ answer is that 
the certifying machinery is in the 
hands of a trained social worker in 
whom WPA has complete confi- 
dence, and he adds that Murray is 
one of the most efficient engineer- 
administrators in the cou:try. 

“T don’t want to say anything 
against the states in general,” Wil- 
liams said, “because in many states 
the administration of local relief 
is on a very high plane, but it seems 
to me that the chances for a situa- 
tion such as exists in Now Jersey 
are far more likely under local ad- 
‘ministration thar -under Federal 
administration. At the present 
writing, standards are being up- 
held by the national relief struc- 
ture.” 

Burden on Cities and States. 

Another specific criticism of 
WPA, coming from Atkins and 
Carl J. P. Herbert of the St. Paul 
Bureau of Municipal Research, is 
with regard to the burden put on 
cities and tates. Work relief 
through WPA is so costly that cit- 
ies must carry a large burden not 
only in direct relief but through 
contribution of material costs. 
Twenty-three per cent of the cost 
of all WPA projects — this is the 
national average—is paid by locali- 
ties in providing the materials that 
go into WPA airports, roads, 
swimming pools. Cities are rapidly 
becoming bankrupt, experts in gov- 
ernment have testified. 

Williams says that the cities are 
today in a better financial condi- 
tion, precisely because they have 
shifted the greater part of the bur- 
den of the Federal Government, 
than in several years. He cites 
studies made by WPA’s expert 
in municipal finance, Harold B. 
Master, to prove it. Master points 
out that while in somy cities the 
debt has increased rapidly and the 
situation has now become serious, 
the total debt of localities has in- 
creased only slightly since 1931. The 
share of the revenue of localities 
going for relief of every kind, in- 
cluding contribution to WPA, 
has, of course, more thar. doubled 
since 1933. For 1937 the total tax 
revenue of localities was $/,300,000,- 
000 and of this approximately $1,- 
032,000,000 went for relief—about 
14 per cent. In 1933 the relief per- 
centage was 6. and in 1935 it was 
9.9. 

‘Master cites New York as a city 
that has put its relief expenditures 
and its financing into line. The 
State pays a fixed percentage of lo- 
cal relief costs and the city raises 
the rest on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
largely through nuisance taxes. 
Many cities are prevented from 
levying special taxes to meet relief 
costs by state constitutional or le- 
gal provisions. Others have a con- 
stitutional limit on debt, as in St. 
Louis, where the debt in any year 
is limited by the State Constitu- 
tion to 10 per cent of assessed valu- 
ation of real and personal prop- 
erty and goods in possession of 
manufacturers three years before.

of legal restrictions has confused 
the whole relief picture. Ohio is the 
best example. There the city of 
Cleveland has begged the Legisla- 
ture for the right to levy special 
taxes and an urban-rural hostility, 
together with corrupt politics, has 
brought about one crisis after an- 
other. Today more people are on 
the WPA rolls in Ohio—269,348— 
than in any other state. State 
funds for local relief are appor- 
tioned to the counties, not on a ba- 
sis of need, but of population. The 
result is that certain rural coun- 
ties get so much from the State 
they don’t know what to do with it, 
while others are in desperate need 
all the time. 
Real Issue.“ 

But when methods of relief ad- 
ministration are under discussion, 
the real issue is work relief as op- 
posed to a straight dole in money 


Works Administration the New Deal 
put millions of men and women, 
both reliefers and non-reliefers, to 
work. Under FERA work-relief 
programs were developed in the 
states, with Federal aid, for a part 
of the unemployed. Now under 
WPA, the Federal Government is 
making an effort to provide all 
“employables” on relief with jobs, 
leaving the “unemployables” to the 
care of localities. 

Roosevelt and his spokesmen 
have consistently defended work. 
relief as opposed to the dole, There 
is far less danger of creating a pau- 
per or pariah class if jobs are pro- 
vided, Williams and Hopkins argue. 
A dole, they insist, is inevitably de- 
moralizing and the American people 
would never tolerate it. 

Criticism and R 

A frequent criticism is that re- 
liefers will not leave WPA jobs 
for private employment. In reply, 
Williams points out that 320,000 


men and women left WPA projects 


in March and April of this year. 


Of this number, 65,000 were fired, 
according to Williams, because they 
didn’t do an honest day’s work, and 
235,000 left to take jobs in private 
employment. 

“It is the first thing I ask a fore- 
man on a project,” Williams said, 
Are you free to fire any man who 
doesn’t do his work?’ The turnover 
on the National Youth Administra- 
tion is 150 per cent. We have never 
had more than 180,000 on the NYA 
rolls at any one time and 265,000 
have left each year. The turnover 
on WPA is much greater than any- 
one realizes. 


“Of course, there are those who 
stay on the relief rolls from year 
to year, but that is perfectly under- 
standable and perhaps justifiable. 
Take the case of a brick mason 
who is 60 years old. Perhaps he 
cannot keep up with the pace in 
private employment, but he can 
still do an honest day’s work. I 
think it’s important to give him 
employment. We may have to ac- 
cept that as a condition of our in- 
dustrial civilization—that at the be- 
ginning, when a young worker is 
unskilled, and at the end of a man’s 
working life, prior to the beginning 
of old-age pensions, some form of 
public employment is necessary.” 

Permanent Work Relief. 

This suggests the “permanent” 
work relief program that Hopkins 
and Williams advocate. Such a 
program would be integrated with 
unemployment insurance so that a 
man falling out of work would get 
unemployment benefits for a cef- 
tain number of weeks and then 
when this period was up he would 
be eligible after a certain waiting 
time to go onto work relief. This is, 
in general, the practice in Great 
Britain and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. In a survey of relief and se- 
curity programs issued by 
WPA in May the following conclu- 
sion is reached: 

“In view of these factors (tech- 


the 


cyclical movements, with a larger 
proportion of them probably re- 
ceiving unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits during prosperity than 
during depression. . 

“The long-term unemployed, once 
their insurance benefits are ex- 
hausted, will constitute a problem 
for the other phases of a broad, 
unemployment relief program. The 
need for a varied program of as-. 
sistance to the unemployed ‘arises 
from the fact that many different 
causes and conditions lead to loss 
of employment, with the losses 
ranging from a few weeks to sev- 
eral years in duration. The need 
for a permanent program arises 
from the continuing nature of the 
problem of unemployment.” 

Great Confusion. 

Certainly between state, local and 
Federal participation there is today 
great confusion. Administration is 
complicated and, perhaps inevitably, 
tied up with yards and yards of red 
tape. A frequent complaint is that 
persons on relief will not take pri- 
vate employment and particularly 
private jobs for short periods. One 
reason, of co , is because of the 
overwhelming difficulty of getting 
back, once a reliefer has given up 
a WPA job or a dole. In many 
localities the system is so compli- 
cated that it takes weeks or months 
to get back onto the relief payroll 
and families with no margin of se- 
curity can hardly take a chance on 
a private job that may last only a 
few months. Williams says he has 
issued strict orders to make the 
transition from relief to private 
work and back again, if necessary, 
as simple as possible. Neverthe- 
less the administrative difficulties 
remain. 

One frequent criticism that comes 
out of the confusion of so many 
kinds of relief is with respect to 
the inequalities that prevail. A man 
supporting a wife and two children 
on a WPA project receives $63 a 
month. Across the street the head 
of a similar family, classed as “un- 
employable” for one reason or an- 
other, or perhaps simply unable to 
get onto WPA rolls, receives $23 
a month. The amount given in di- 
rect relief to “unemployables” 
varies in the 48 states from $4.06 
a month in Mississippi—this for a 
family—to $32.78 in New York. Cali- 
fornia, as Williams pointed out, 
pays comparatively high direct re- 
lief grants, the monthly average 
being $28.42. If it were not for the 
presence of the Federal Government 
in the relief picture, Williams says 
whey these inequalities are pointed 
out, then no one anywhere would 
be paid more than the minimums 
established by the states. 

Makeshift Compromises. 

Relief in America today, it is 
fairly clear, is a makeshift series 
of compromises that came out of 
desperate emergency need. The 
towering structure of relief that 
has come into being since 1932 is 
incredibly complicated, this compli- 
cation growing in no small degree 
out of the legalisms involved in city- 
state-Federal participation. 

Relief today is 4 word which peo- 
ple for the most part take for 
granted. They grumble or joke 
about WPAers sleeping on their 
shovels at the same time that they 
note, almost with a kind of surprise, 
that the new road or the new air- 
port or the new playground is a 
WPA project. The essential prob- 
lem never quite comes.into focus in 
the thought of the average Ameri- 
can. He is troubled by something 
called the national debt but the re- 
lation of the debt to relief—21,- 
000,000 mouths to feed—is not clear. 

It is hardly even a political issue 
any more. In the primary elections 
that have just been held relief was 
scarcely mentioned, nor is it likely 
to be an issue in the November elec- 
tion. Here, of course, is the real 
danger. It goes on and on; the 
burden of the debt and the service 
on the debt become more and more 
pressing; the inflationists begin to 
have their way and that is the way 
of national bankruptcy. Or a dema- 
gogue makes a violent appeal to 
the reliefers and those who exist 
on the verge of relief; years of 
frustration, years of despair, have 
prepared the ground and the dis- 
possessed follow after the rabble 
rouser. While conditions are dif- 
ferent, the example af Germany, 
where the 4 were so long 
segregated a special crisis econ- 
omy of their own, cannot be ig 
nored. , 

The La Follettes Answer. 

It was said at the beginning of 
this article that no responsible per- 
son had given a definite and certain 
answer to the questions implicit in 
the vast problem of unemployment. 
The only thing approaching a defi- 
nite answer comes from Senator 
Robert M. La Follette and his 
brother, Gov. Philip F. La Follette. 
They say, in effect, this: Yes, gov- 
ernment spending is necessary, for 
the time being at least. But to 
obtain sufficient government rev- 
enue to make spending possible, it 
is necessary greatly to increase the 


Absorption of Sudetenland 
Would Increase Reich's Busi- 
ness in Latin America. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Ger- 
many's acquisiton of the Sudeten- 


land of Czechoslovakia would give 


the Reich stronger, sharper weap- 
ons with which to fight the United 
States economically in Latin Amer- 
ica, experts here said today. 

The Germans would have more 
manufactured articles to sell Latin 
America, they explained, and more 
capacity to absorb the raw mate- 
rials of the Western Hemisphere. 

The year 1939 consequently may 
be marked, they predi , by in- 
creased economic conflict between 
Germany and the United States in 
this hemisphere. 

If the German-Sudeten merger 
goes through in one form or an- 
other, it is expected here that Ger- 
many will take over the glassware 
manufacturing plants of the Sude- 
tens, the leather glove plants and 
some textile manufacturing con- 
cerns, including export trade in 
cotton knit gloves. 

More Articles for Market. 

These industries would give Hit- 
ler a broadened list of saleable 
articles to offer the countries of 
Latin America in return for their 
raw materials. Moreover, the ad- 
dition of two to three million per- 
sons to the German population, an 
accretion composed of a manufac- 
turing people who must rely on 
imports for much of their food- 
stuffs and raw materials, would 
provide a greater market for Latin 
American products. 

Experts here estimate that Ger- 
many’s share of the Latin American 
trade in 1938 (figures are not yet 
complete, of course) will run to be- 
tween 14 and 14% per cent. The 
United States will probably retain 
its 1937 share of about 34.7 per cent, 
they said. 

U. S. to Fight to Keep Trade. 

In 1939, however, provided Ger- 
many takes over Sudetenland and 
when the absorption of Austria has 
had time to make itself felt, Ger- 
many’s share of Latin American 
commerce will show an appreciable 
increase, it was predicted. 

Whether this will be at the ex- 
pense of the United States or of 
other countries remains to be seen. 
American officials are determined 
that it will not be at the expense 
of this country—if they can help 
it. They concede, however, that 
Germany is fighting vigorously for 
the, Latin American market and 
that its share, rising from about 7 
per cent of the total after the 


World War, has doubled. 


Germany’s acquisition of new ter- 
ritory and manufacturing plants 
not only enables it to increase its 
own trade with Latin America, it 
can offer itself also as a broker 
for the sale of Latin American 
products to a larger section of Eu- 
rope. As its territory extends it 
naturally touches on an ever larger 
frontier of other countries. Al- 
ready Latin American nations are 
_ that a certain percentage 
of the products they sell Germany 
is being resold,

Other cases concerned with con- 
stitutionality of the law regulating 
wages and hours, the new farm 
bill, and the sit-down strike may 
come before the court in time for 
decisions during the term. 

The opening session, Oct. 3, is 
expected to be perfunctory, consist- 
ing of the admission of attorneys 
to practice before the tribunal and 
the receipt of motions.

Averages Up for Week.

Hull for the Clyde on 
Tuesday. 


CEREMONY WILL

Vessel, Larger, and Expect- 
ed to Be Faster Than 
Queen Mary, Will Have 
14 Decks, New Luxuries.

CLYDEBANK, Scotland.—In this 
grim Scottish town a few miles 
northwest of Glasgow along the 
muddy River Clyde, 5000 men have 
been working overtime to prepare 
a 40,000-ton mass of black-painted 


steel for Sept. 27, when it will slide 
into the water at the touch of a 
Queen’s gloved hand on a button, 
to carry her name, Elizabeth. 

Twenty months later, or by the 
end of May, 1940, the 40,000-ton 
hull will have grown into the 
world’s largest and possibly fast- 
est passenger liner, the 85,000-ton 
Queen Elizabeth, which the Cunard 
White Star Line is building as a 
companion, rather than a sister 
ship, to the 81,235-ton Queen Mary. 

Just now the Queen Elizabeth is 
a lifeless bulk cradled in a jungle 
of derricks alongside the river 
which floated the Queen Mary 
three years ago. 

The Queen Elizabeth will be 
1031 feet long, 12 feet longer than 
the Queen Mary. She will accom- 
modate 2400 passengers in cabin, 
tourist and third classes, compared 
with the Queen Mary’s 2000. She 
will have 1% decks to the Queen 
Mary’s 12. 

In many respects the Queen Eliz- 
abeth will be similar to the older 
vessel but advances in naval archi- 
tecture have been great since the 
design and construction of the 
Queen Mary, planned a decade ago, 
and the experience of running the 
Queen Mary has suggested many 
improvements. 

One important difference will be 
in profile; the Queen Elizabeth will 
have only two funnels instead of 
three, a change made possible by 
reduction of the number of boilers 
from 24 to 12. Elimination of the 
third funnel will mean more deck 
space and staterooms. 

Rigging to Be Hidden. 

The Queen Elizabeth’s funnels 
themselves will be different. All 
guys, stays, steampipes and other 
rigging will be concealed inside the 
funnel casings. 

Another distinguishing mark of 
the Queen Elizabeth will be the 
flush main deck over the bows and 
forecastle, giving a graceful line 
back to the bridge, which was 
marred in the Queen Mary by a 
break for a well deck and hatches. 

Another ungainly aspect of the 
Queen Mary has been eliminated; 
in the Queen Elizabeth no battery 
of ventilation funnels will stick up 
above the boat deck. 

The Q. S. T. S. Queen Elizabeth, 
as nautical pundits insist on calling 
her (“quadruple screw turbine 
steamship”), will be propelled by a 
system of 16 Parsons single reduc- 
tion geared turbines. Each of the 
propellers will be driven by an in- 
dependent set consisting of an 80- 
ton gear wheel 14 feet in diameter, 
taking its power from four tur- 
bines. The propelling machinery 
will be housed in two separate en- 
gine rooms, the engines driving the 
two inside shafts being aft and 
those for the outer shafts, forward. 

The 16 turbines will get their 
steam from 12 high-pressure water- 
tube boilers, located in four rooms. 
The boilers, largest ever construct- 
ed for a ship, contain 71,000 tubes. 
They will burn oil fuel under forced 
draught supplied by electrically 
driven fans. There will be 40 fue] 


tanks. 
New Standards Set. 

The passanger quarters in all 
classes will set new standards of 
luxury and comfort. The entire 
vessel will be air-conditioned with 
the blower system in use on the 
more modern lines. There will be 
29 public rooms, a theater and cine- 
ma, and a garden lounge. 

One deck will be known as the 
restaurant deck, containing dining 
rooms for cabin, tourist and third 
classes together with all the kitch- 
ens, service rooms and pantries. 

There will be a gymnasium, 
squash racquets court, swimming 
pool, Turkish and electric-ray baths 
for cabin class passengers, a gym- 
nasium and swimming pool for 
tourist quarters and a gymnasium 
in third class. 

There will also be an open-air 
sports deck atop the ship on whica 
even third-class passengers will 
‘ have space. All third-clags state- 
rooms will have hot and cold run- 
ning water, modern lighting and 
controlled ventilation. Public rooms 
in this class will extend over four 
decks and will include a winter 
garden, motion-picture _ theater, 
lounge, sun lounge and smoking 
room.

$20,000,000 Estate Still 


Ownerless 


After 8 Years 


Hearings to Be Resumed Wednesday on 
Claims of 25,000 to Garrett Fortune, Which 
State of Pennsylvania Also Seeks. 


—

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 24.—Aft- 
er eight years, officials still are 
trying to solve the question of who 
is entitled to the $20,000,000 fortune 
left by a mysterious widow who 
died in 1930 as quietly as she had 
lived. 

Hearings to determine the right- 
ful heir, or heirs, if any, will be 
resumed Wednesday. 

One of those who would like to 
know to whom the estate should go 
is Attorney William M. Davison Jr., 
Court-appointed master in the es- 
tate. Others are the 25,000 claim- 
ants, from every part of the world, 
that Davison has been attempting 
to weed out. 

Estate Grows $2000 a Day. 

The widow was Mrs, Henrietta 
E. Garrett. She died disposing by 
will of only a few thousands of the 
$17,000,000 which had piled up 
through the years on the snuff 
fortune left by her husband, Wal- 
ter Garrett, who died in the last 
century. Binge the widow's death, 
in the presence of only a few ser- 
vants, the estate has grown steadily 
at approximately $2000 a day. 

A recess in the hearings was 
called for the summer months to 
enable stenographers and printers 
to transcribe the mass of testimony 
that had swamped them during a 
year of sessions. 

The hearings will be resumed at 
the point where they weré suspend- 
ed last July in the case of Isaac 
Neton Sheaffer, a paint and wall 
paper merchant of Newark, Del: 
He came forward last spring with 
the assertion that he was the son 
of Mrs. Garrett, born before her 
marriage to the snuff manufac- 
turer. 

Davison immediately gave his 
claim precedence over those of oth- 
er “relatives.” Others asserted 
they were cousins, but no one 
claimed kinship as close as the 
Delaware man. 

Witnesses for Sheaffer have tes- 
tified that Mrs. Garrett, then un- 
married, gave birth to a child in 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. 
They identified him as that child. 
Church records were introduced 
purporting to prove the birth. 

State Also Seeks Estate. 

Deputy Attorney-General Thomas 
J. Minnick Jr., who is representing 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in an effort to obtain the estate 
through escheat proceedings, will 


attempt to refute Sheaffer's con- 
tentions. 

Davison expects the Sheaffer 
hearing to continue “at least until 
November.” After that, he and the 
examiners, Clinton A. Sowers and 
George Ross, will turn to the case 
of half a dozen persons who say 


the Kretschmar family, scattered 
in Boston, New Tork and other 
American cities. They claim kin- 
ship through Mrs. Garrett’s mother, 
whose name was Kretschmar. 

On conclusion of the Kretschmar 
hearings, Davison and his assist- 
ants will turn to the case of Jo- 
hann Peter Christian Schaefer of 
Bad Nauheim, Germany, who also 
says he is a first cousin, He traces 
his relationship through Mrs. Gar- 
rett’s father, Christopher Schaefer. 

A State Supreme Court ruling 
several years ago barred claims by 
relatives of Garrett, on the ground 
he had given the estate to the 
widow. 

Only 1000 Eliminated. 

Davison estimates that a scant 
thousand have been eliminated from 
the long file of claimants, who con- 
tinue each day to come personally 
to his office or send letters stat- 
ing why they should have the big 
fortune. 

The legal record of the fight for 
the estate is gradually being built 
up into a sizeable library. Sixty or 
more volumes of 300 pages each al- 
ready have been printed. 

The scramble for the $20,000,000 
at one time led to opening of the 
grave of the widow. Mrs. Henriet- 
ta G. Ferguson of Haverford, Pa., 
named for Mrs, Garrett, claimed 
she witnessed a will later than the 
one by which the widow disposed 
of $52,000. She accused a servant 
of having hidden the later will in 
Mrs. Garret’s coffin, Nothing was 
found when the grave was opened. 

Every other likely place has been 
searched—but there was no will, 
only the odds and ends and little 


treasures collected by the woman’ 


who chose for 40 years to live alone, 
except for a servant or two, in a 
house that was equipped with’ no 
modern conveniences. 

Davison thinks it is unlikely that 
anything in the way of a will would 
turn up at this late date. The solu- 
tion to the question Mrs. Garrett 
left behind her, he believes, will 


come from the hearings.

EX-JUDGE M’AFEE DISCUSSES 
YOUTH: AND GRIME PROBLEM 


Urges Greater Co-Ordination of 
Community Resources for Pro- 
tection of Young Persons. 

Greater co-ordination of com- 
munity resources for protection of 
youth was urged as a necessary 
step toward solution of the crime 
problem in St. Louis in a radio ad- 
dress by former Circuit Judge J. 
Wesley McAfee in the Community 
Forum period last night. 

McAfee advocated also a policy 
of placing carefully selected of- 
fenders on probation with adequate 
supervision. This method had 
proved more effective than impris- 
onment in rehabilitation of offend- 
ers, he said, adding, however, that 
treatment of offenders should be 
primarily for protection of society 
and secondary for rehabilitation. 

As to co-ordination of community 
resources, McAfee said that method 
of meeting needs of young persons 
had proved effective in other cities. 
He attributed increasing interest in 
the crime problem to recognition of 
the fact that crime often is the 
outgrowth of juvenile delinquency. 
McAfee is a member of the board 
of directors of the Missouri Wel- 
fare League, a United Charities

OFFERED FOR $37,500 


British Guiana No. 13 Once Sold for 
$1.50, Acquired by Collector 
for $34,000.

KENMORE, N. T., Sept.;24. — 
Ernest C. Jarvis, head of a stamp 
collection firm, said today he had 
been authorized to offer for the 
first time in the open market what 
he said was the world’s rarest 
stamp. 
as the “British Guiana No. 13,” 
from the collection of the late Ar- 
thur Hind of Utica, N. ¥. 

He said he had been authorized 
by the stamp's owner, Mrs. Ann 
Hind Scala of Utica, widow of the 
collector, to place an open market 
price of $37,500 on the stamp. “The 
stamp is the only one in existence,” 
he said. 

Hind, obtained the curio at a 
Paris auction in 1922. His wigning 
bid was £7350 (about $34,000), top- 
ping that of the late King George V 
by £50. 

The stamp was found by a Brit- 
ish Guiana schoolboy in 1872, who 
sold it to a friend for six shil- 
lings ($1.50). It was later sold to 
a Liverpool dealer; who in turn 
transferred it to the Von Ferrari 
collection.

H. J. Klingler, general 
manager, told newspaper men at a 
preview of the cars last week that 
the factory payrolls already totaled 
5400 men, that as many more were 
working in the Fisher plant where 
the new Pontiac bodies are being 
made, and that payrolls were being 
increased as fast as assembles 
could be stepped up. Klingler said 
also that there was no longer a 
used car problem, as Pontiac deal- 
ers had stocks less than half what 
they were Jan. 1, establishing a 
five-year low. 

In addition to wholly new restyl- 
ing and numerous other improve- 
ments, the new Pontiacs will have 
a new type of “duflex” springing de- 
signed to produce a rear-seat ride 
of uniform comfort whether carry- 
ing one passenger or six. Techni- 
cally, the new Pontiac springs 
achieve their effect by providing 
practically the same rate of spring 
oscillation in the rear as in the 
front. With conventional spring- 
ing, whether of the coil of leaf type, 
spring oscillation rates range from 
86 to 96 per minute, engineers say, 
depending upon whether the car is 
loaded or full. The new Pontiac 
spring restricts the oscillation rate 
as well as reduces it from 72 per 
minute under full load to a maxi- 
mum of 76 under no load at all. 
This low oscillation rate and low 
spread not only provides a rear 
spring rate almost comparable to 
that in front, but, by reason of 
the restricted range, enables the 
shock absorbers to be adjusted 
much more finely, thus adding to 
the comfort of the ride. 


IN PREPARATION FOR AN- 
nouncing the new 1939 Chevrolet 
cars in a few weeks, the Chevrolet 
factory ‘has started on what is said 
to be the largest job in the indus- 
try, the schooling of its 10,000 odd 
Chevrolet dealerships and the oper- 
ators of 1000 or more large car 
and truck fleets in servicing the 
new models. Organized by Ed Hed- 
ner, Chevrolet's national director of 
service, the schooling is on a regu- 
lar schedule.

A desk ig always at home in a bay 
window and may be. placed most ef- 
fectively either at right angles to 
the length of the bay or arranged 
across the bay with the chair be- 
hind it, so that the occupant may 
look into the room. Another per- 
fect arrangement, if there is suffi- 
cient room, is to create a bridge 
corner within the bay, using one of 
the many new and attractive sets 
with table and matching chairs.

In the dining room, the per- 
fect arrangement for a bay win- 
dow, if the room is sufficiently 
large, is to have a small table 
where members of the family may 
breakfast. Often, this small ta- 
ble may be of the pedestal type 
which forms the center of the 
large table, when there are din- 
ner guests. If the space is too 
small for this type of arrange- 
ment, a smaller table may con- 
tain a silver service or a huge 
bowl of flowers. A pair of tall 
pedestals, containing interesting 
lights, urns, or potted plants may 
stand within the bay where there 
is not room for anything larger.

A BAY IN A bedroom, is one of 
those perfect things that most of 
us yearn for and yet few achieve. 
It is, of course, the ideal spot for 
a dressing table; even if the bright 
light thus obtained is sometimes 
distressing to our vanity. A feel- 
ing of unity and beauty may be 
created, if the dressing table is of 
the draped variety, by having the 
skirt match the draperies of the 
window.

Elaboration Is

HERE is no mistaking the oc- 

casion for which an evening 

frock is made in the array of 
glamorous types which St. Louis 
shops have assembled. Formal

Rather than a play with a plot, “Missouri Legend” is more a char- 
ucter sketch about Jesse James, his friends and his enemies. It picks 
them up in his last few months and pictures how Jesse was a pious Bap- 
tist who would mouth his moralistic teachings, denounce men who 
would use excessive liquor and profanity and, in eloquent language, laud 
the purity and nobility of womanhood. Intermingled with these high 
thoughts, he would plot the holdup of another bank or another payroll 


train. 


This quixotic quality of James is vividily pictured in the play in the 
scenes where he robs a bank and uses the loot to save a poor widow's 
farm which is about to be seized by a bank because she hasn't paid her 
mortgage. Then, after he has paid the bank collector, he rides ahead, 
holds him up and steals the money back, but the widow has her re- 
ceipt that she has paid the mortgage in full. Then James takes this 
reclaimed loot and pays off the bank for a legitimate loan and with 
his receipted note in his pocket, James holds up the bank and steals 


all the money back again. 


So he ends with the widow's mortgage and his own legitimate note 
paid for in full, and with the whole of the bank’s cash reserve in his 


saddle bags.

R some weeks past, by way of

Yet had “Four Daughters“ come 
to us without all the samples of 
expert opinion, we would have been 
surprised. Most of us are still sur- 
prised that with a cast of virtual 
unknowns, there can be such charm 
and vibrancy and whole-hearted 
teamwork. 

A story of “Four Daughters” 
would be long and involved, full of 
confusing trivialities. Adapted from 
Miss Hurst’s magazine story, “Sis- 
ter Act,” the plot is simply this: 
A music professor, Claude Rains, 
has four daughters. They are in- 
terested in men. One marries the 
wrong man. It takes a tragic sac- 
rifice to straighten things out. 

The three Lane sisters—Lola, 
Rosemary and Priscilla—go far to- 
ward creating a convincing picture 
of a family; since they actually 
are sisters, and an adopted fourth 
daughter, Gale Page, both beauti- 
ful and an actress of ability, shines 
as bright as any on the Lane team. 
“Any” means Priscilla. 

Claude Rains, whose screen past 
has run to villainy and over-em- 
phasis, is properly benign as the 
parent, Miss Robson is again satis- 
factory as a rasping old softie, in 
the role of aunt. With only polite 
mention of a new leading man, Jef- 
frey Lynn, anyone would pass be- 
yond him to young John Garfield, 
who takes the honors from every- 
body in the cast. Garfield, who has 
had long on the New York 
stage, lands in films in a place 
only slightly behind that of Paul 
Munt. Kiet | . 

Cast as Mickey Borden, the 
young orchestrator who marries 

(Priscila Lane), he develops 
character with such precision 

and understanding that it ie im- 
possible to separate him from it. 


Whether most credit should go to 
Miss Hurst, the screen play writ- 
ers or to Garfield himself, it is the 
character which is interesting and 
not merely the appearance of the 
actor. Mickey Borden is a self- 
conscious, cynical, reckless and 
fatalistic young man. In this me- 
dium of sweetness and light which 
we cal] the cinema, we are rarely 
treated to a person so heartbreak- 
ingly close to reality. The camera 
seems unable to take its eyes off 
the young man, The audience re- 
acts the same way. 


So firmly held together by per- 


formance, “Four Daughters” never 
fails to maintain interest, It is 
sure to leave the spectator re- 
freshed and satisfied. Under these 
circumstances, a reviewer hesitates 
to point out, at risk of compromising 
a rare entertainment, that many 
fine points of picture-making were 
neglected, that the screen play is 
of decidedly apprentice grade and 
no more inventive than that of any 
Class B offering.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 
EPRESENTATIVE SOL 
BLOOM of New York is en- 
grossed at present” with the 

coming 150th of the 
inauguration of George Washing- 
ton, first President of the United 
States. 

Co Bloom came from 
New York Tuesday to take up the 
direction of the work of research 
and arrangement for the observa- 
tion of this period in national his- 
tory. A staff of workers has 
busy all summer in his offices on 
the task. 

Congressman Bloom served also 
as director of the George Wash- 
ington biennial celebration and the 
Constitution anniversary. 


On Sept. 13, 150 years ago, the 
Continental Congress, acting in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution, rat- 
ified in June, 1788, directed that 
electors of the President should be 
chosen on Jan. 7, 1789, and that 
they should vote for the first Pres- 
ident under the constitutional gov- 
ernment on the first Wednesday in 
February of the same year and 
that the new government should 
begin to function in New York 
March 4, 1789. 


The Duchess of Atholl, member 
of Parliament, will arrive here on 
Oct. 3 and remain for two or three 
days. She was the first Scottish 
woman to break Scottish tradition 
by entering public office and she 
has held her parliamentary post for 
the last 14 years. 

The Duchess is a noted bagpipe 
player and has composed several 
tunes for that instrument.

accidents resulted in these conclu- 
sions: 

There are more than twice as 
many drinking drivers on Satur- 
days and Sundays as on week 
days, with the largest number 
early Sunday. | 

Most drivers who drink are be- 
tween 25 and 30 years old. 

Women drive after drinking as 
often as men. 

As the alcohol content in the 
blood increases, the number of 
drivers involved in personal in- 
jury accidents increases. 

As alcohol increases, accidents 
increase and at a rate somewhat 
proportionate to the increase in 
alcohol. 

Alcohol is a major cause of 
automobile accidents. 

The study began Feb. 1, 1935, as 
a research to determine the amount 
of drinking involved in serious acci- 
dents. Those taking part in the 
study were the Evanston Police 
Department, Northwestern Traffic 
Safety Institute, Evanston Hospital 
Association, St. Francis Hospital, 
National Safety Council and Chi- 
cago Motor Club, Richard L. Hol- 
comb relates in the Journal of the 


American Medical Association. 


Hospital Tests. 

Hospital tests were made for 270 
drivers over a period of three years. 
It was found that 47 per cent of the 
drivers involved in accidents had 
been drinking, 25 per cent having 
over 1 part of alcohol to 1000 parts 
of blood and 14 per cent having 
over 1.5 parts of alcohol to 1000 
parts of blood. 

But it was feilt that a second step 
was necessary before any conclu- 
sions could be reached about alco- 
hol and accidents, A second study 
was undertaken by Northwestern 
University Traffic Safety Institute 
to determine the extent of drin 
ing among drivers selected at ran- 
dom. 

This study was made possible by 
the use of the 


ere foe n breath, recently 


developed by Dr. R. N. Harger of 
Indiana University School of Medi- 
cine. It was set up in a trailer, 
easily movable from one location 
to another in the area in which the 
accidents in the first part of the 
study occurred. 

The breath of 1750 persons was 
tested for alcohol in a week's pe 
riod last April. Three crews, each 
consisting of four testers, a’ super- 
visor and a uniformed police offi- 
der, worked day and night. These 
crews were composed of Northwest- 
ern University students and police 
officers enrolled in the course in 
traffic training. 

Testing Breath of Drivers. 

The uniformed police officer 

stopped all cars in a purely chance 
order without discriminating as to 
type or price range of automobile. 
As soon as the policeman stopped 
the car, he retired from the scene 
in order that there would be no 
hesitancy by the subject through 
fear of prosecution. 
After preliminary questions de- 
signed to gain co-operation, the 
tester gave the driver a specially 
constructed, wide-mouthed white 
balloon inclosed in a cellophane en- 
velope, so that there would be no 
possible objection on sanitary 
grounds, 

These breath samples showed 
that about 12 per cent of all drivers 
on the road had been drinking 
and that about 2 per cent of them 
had been drinking so much that 
their blood contained 1 part of. al- 
cohol to 1000 parts of blood, or 
enough to impair their driving 
ability. 

About one driver in 250 had 
been drinking to such an extent 
that his blood contained 1.5 parts 
of alcohol to 1000 parts; of blood, 
enough to place him unquestion- 
ably under the influence of alco- 
hol. 

Thus, the report asserts, there 
are 33 times as many drivers whose 
blood contains enough alcohol to 
place them unquestionably under 
its influence in a group involved in 
serious accidents as there are in the 


“drunkometer,” a 


general driving population.

A bet of 12 principles for a Mis- 
souri law for compulsory physical 
examination before marriage has 
been drawn.up by the Legislative 
Committee of the young men’s divi- 
sion of the Chamber of Commerce, 
after 18 months’ study, for use in 
any bill on the subject introduced 
in the session of the Legislature 
convening next January. The di- 
vision will use these principles as 
a basis for public discussions in 
the meantime. . 
“We are participating in the na- 
tional campaign against venereal 
disease,” said William L. Weiss, 
chairman of the committee, in a 
statement yesterday, “and believe 
that such a law will serve to pro- 
tect the cities of our State, Simi- 
lar laws have already been passed 
by othey states and it is expected 
that in the next few years every 
state will have passed such a bill. 
Such a law would not be designed 
with the purpose of decreasing the 
number of marriages, but to en- 
courage marriages’ to be more 
healthful and successful.” 

The principles are: 

Blood test for syphilis for each 
marriage license applicant. 

Omission of a rule against mar- 
riage of those suffering from gon- 
orrhea because of the alleged 
lack of a satisfactory test, ac 
ceptable to the public, for routine 


use. 

Omission of reference to other 
venereal diseases on the ground 
they would hardly present a pub- 
lic health problem for ante-nup- 
tial discovery. 

Use of the most simple, direct 
form possible, avoiding an at- 
tempt at a general health bill. 

Placing administration under 
the State Department of Health, 
keeping individual records confi- 
dential. 

Examinations only by licensed 
physicians and labordtory work 
only by those approved by the 
Health Department. 

Requirement that the applicant 
certify he or she is free of ve 
nereal disease, 

Limitation of the use of discre- 
tion on the part of the Recorder 
of Deeds in issuing marriage li- 
censes. 

In the absence of proper certifi- 
cation by the applicant or the 
negative test for syphilis, issu- 
ance of licenses only on the re- 
port of.a qualified physician that 
the applicant is free of venereal 
disease, or on order of the Pro- 
bate Court in special cases, or on 
certification of two physicians 
that one of the applicants is on 
his or her deathbed. 

Inclusion of penalties for viola- 
tion of the act. 

Distribution of copies of the act 
by Recorders of Deeds. 

Provision for free examinations 
only for indigents or persons 
otherwise unable to pay. 

“Careful study of all the ante- 
nuptial examination laws proposed 
and, enacted in the various states, 
said Weiss, “shows that of the 28 
laws recently proposed, 15 have 
been enacted and 13 have failed.

ANIEL ROBERT FITZPATRICK was born in Superior, Wis- 
consin, 47 years ago. From the time he was 10 years old, 
he wanted to be an editorial cartoonist. After graduating 

from the * high school, he studied black and white draw- 
ing at the Institute of Chicago, and got a job as an artist 
on the Chicago Daily News in 1911, doing comic 8 * 
ings—the old type of illustrated “he and she” jokes. the 
editorial cartoonist—the late L. D. Bradley—became ill, Fitz- 
patrick, although only 21 and the youngest artist on the staff, 
was ed to substitute for him. Fitzpatrick’s work attracted 
so much attention that after nine months he was brought fo the 
Post-Dispatch, where he has remained since N e or brief vaca- 
tion periods in which he was lent to the New York World. His 
first cartoon for the Post-Dispatch was directed against the old 
wooden railroad coaches; it showed a coffin on wheels traveling 
on railroad tracks past a crossing sign of skull and cross-bones.
